Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  ano.  G-entleraen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration,  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  Bacup  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1953* 

The  birth  rate  of  17*2  -per  1,000  estimated  population  shov/s 
a further  increase  on  the  figure  for  1952,  "vvhen  for  the  first  time  since 
1947  the  downv/ard  trend  in  the  birth  rate  was  checked.  On  the  other 
hand  the  number  of  deaths  and  the  death  rate  shows  a decrease  as 
compared  v/ith  the  previous  year*  Twelve  deaths  of  infants  unaer  one 
year  of  age  occurred  during  the  jj^ear,  giving  an  infa-nt  mortality  rate  of 
32.  It  is  noteworthy  that  six  of  these  deaths  occurred  v;ithin  the  first 
month  after  birth  anoL  ¥/ere  cue  in  the  main  to  congenital  defects. 

Regarding  infectious  diseases,  the  ou'cstcnaing  feature  was 
the  occurrance  of  two  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  district,  one  of  which 
eventually  proved  fatal.  I feel  that  the  large  numbers  who  had  been 
vaccinated  in  the  previous  .year  was  a very  pov/erful  factor  needed  in 
limiting  the  spread  of  this  uisease* 

The  environmental  fea'cures  affecting  health  such  as  Housing, 
Mater  Supply  and  Atmospheric  Pollution  are  nov/  to  a greater  extent 
engaging  the  attention  of  the  Health  Department  and  it  is  hoped  that 
within  the  coming  .year  efforts  will  be  maue  to  improve  such  conditions. 

I take  this  opportuvMty  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  unfailing  support 
and  encouragement  since  taking  up  m3?'  appointment*  To  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  and  in  particular  to  l-r,  Haworth,  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  I am  indebted  for  their  hard  v.^ork,  lo3?'alty  and  co-operation.

The  actual  numbep  of  live  births  registered  in  Bacup  in  1953 
was  315 7 giving  a crude  birth  rate  of  17*2  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
as  against  282  births  and  a rate  of  15»4  for  the  previous  year.

Table  1,  Appendix  A,  gives  the  causes  of  aeaths  occurring  in 
the  Borough  of  Bacup  during  the  year  1953*  Total  deaths  show  a decrease, 
with  253  registered,  as  against  256  in  1952,  the  comparative  crude  death 
rates  being  13.8  and  14*0  respectively.  Crude  death  rates  are  shown  in 
Table  V,  Appendix  A, from  v/hich  it  v/ill  be  seen  that  the  1953  figure  of 
13*8  is  the  lowest  for  many  years.

Any  reviev/  of  the  genoi-al  provision  of  health  services  for  the 
area  should  of  necessity  cover  all  three  branches  of  the  national  Health 
Service.  Lack  of  space,  hov/ever,  precludes  more  than  a brief  mention  of 
t\70  of  these,  namely,  the  o-eneral  Medical  Practitioner  (and  Dental  etc.) 
Services,  and  the  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services,  so  that  this  section 
Yi'ill  be  confined  "iiainly  to  a reviev;  of  the  health  services  provided  by 
the  Local  Health  Authority,  i.e.  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Certain  of  these  local  services  \/ere  previous  to  pth  July,  194^? 
the  responsibility  of  the  BoroU;fn  Council  and  it  is  realisea  that  your 
own  Health  Committee  (and  indeed  the  Council  as  a whole)  are  still  deeply 
interested  in  the  personal  health  services  provided  for  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town.  The  day-to-day  administration  of  these  services  is  now  the 
responsibility  of  Divisional  Health  Committee  Ho.  13?  which  the  Bacup 
Borough  Council  is  represented. 

The  environmental  health  services  are,  of  course,  still  under 
your  ovra  control  but,  as  your  Kedical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional 
Medical  Officer,  co-ordination  locally  of  the  whole  of  the  Public  Health 
Service  is  assured. 


Notification  of  Births 

It  is  a requirement  of  ot-ction  203  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  that  every  birth  shall  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  the  Welfare  Authority  for  the  area  in  v/hich  the  birth  takes  place. 
Since  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  194° ? came  into  operation, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  every  birth  notification  to  be  sent  to 
the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  as  this  method  greatly  facilitates  the 
prompt  visiting  of  new-born  infants  and  their  mothers  by  the  health 
visitors  in  the  area.  During  1953  there  were  315  births  and  I3  still- 
births registered  as  belonging  to  mothers  normally  resident  in  Bacup. 


Ante-Natal  Clinic 

During  1953  weekly  ante-natal  sessions  were  held  at  the  Bacup 
Clinic  and  were  attendee  each  week  by  the  local  Llidwdves  and  a Health 
Visitor,  while  Dr.  F'eeny,  the  Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 
attended  every  second  '■reek.  The  total  attendances  made  by  expectant 
mothers  were  som.ewhat  hi^iher  than  the  figure  for  1952. 


Facilities  are  now  available  for  specimens  of  blood  to  be 
taken  from  expectant  mothers  at  the  ante-natal  clinic.  Routine  blood 
grouping,  haem^oglobin  estimations,  listing  for  the  Rh.  factor  and  the 
'■’assorman  reaction  are  carried  out  on  all  new  cases,  and  copies  of  the 
reports  are  sent  to  the  general  prr ctitioners.

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Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service 


During  the  year  the  domiciliary  midwives  attended  105  live 
ana  still  births  and  miscarriages,  as  compared  v^-ith  109  during  1952. 
Domiciliary  confinements  continue  to  decrease  vfnile  hospital  confinements 
tend  to  increase- 

All  county  midwives  in  practice  in  Bacup  are  qualified  to 
administer  analgesia  and  in  1953  siir  analgesia  \/as  administered 

in  the  home  in  i(.7/o  of  the  domiciliary  confinements. 

The  services  of  emergency  obstetrical  units  are  available 
from  several  hospitals  in  the  neighbourhood,  the  nearest  unit  being 
stationed  at  Bank  Kail  Maternity  Hospital,  Burnley.  The  essential  role 
of  these  units  is  to  provide  a resuscitation  of  dommciliary  pa.tients 
suffering  from  shock  and  too  ill  to  withstand  the  journey  to  hospital.

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Health  Visiting  Service 

During  1953  the  two  health  visitors  in  Bacup  did.  much  valuable 
work  and  they  were  able  to  devote  more  of  their  time  to  home  visiting. 

It  IS  in  the  home  that  the  health  visitors  can  render  such  valuable 
assistance  to  young  and  harrassed  mothers  and  once  accepted  by  the 
neighbourhood,  the  ’’nurse''  becomes  the  trusted  friend  and  advisor  of  the 
whole  household.  During  the  year  they  made  6565  individual  visits, 
visiting  3<354  homes.

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Immunisation  against  diphtaeria  and  vaccination  against  small- 
pox continue  to  be  practised  regularljr,  and  parents  have  the  choice  of 
having  this  protection  for  their  children  carried  out  either  by  their 
own  doctor  or  at  the  Rochdale  Road  Clinic,  Every  endeavour  is  made  by 
the  medical  and  nursing  staff  to  persuade  parents  to  give  their  consent 
to  these  very  necessary  ana  valuable  preventive  measures. 

The  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  reflects  the  v/ork  done 
in  connection  with  the  cases  of  smallpox  v/hich  occurred  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year. 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  bslow,  I87  children  completed 
the  full  course  of  primary  immunisation,  wiile  4^4  received  reinforcement 
injections.  The  decrease  in  primary  immuni.:aticns  is  more  apparent  than 
real  in  so  far  as  it  is  due  to  the  new  meth'id  of  recording  introduced 
by  the  County.

Pith  the  continued  pressure  on  the  general  practitioners  and 
hospital  services,  the  need  for  domiciliary  nursing  has  tended  to 
increase.  During  the  year  under  reviev/  the  three  Bacup  nurses  attended 
278  new  cases  and  the  total  number  of  visits  amounted  to  IO563. 

Nurses  continue  to  issue  articles  of  nursing  equipment  as 
required,  free  and  on  loan.  Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  in  cases 
requiring  immediate  nursing  attention  on  leavin^^  hospital  a message  is 
passed  by  telephone  to  the  nurse  concerned.

aged  and  infirm.  In  these  cases  help  is  requireu  almost  continuously  or 
over  a long  period  of  time,  so  that  cost  tends  to  bocome  the  limn  ting- 
factor.  Applicants  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  this 
service  according  to  the  financial  circumstances  if  the  household,  but 
most  old  age  pensioners  are  given  this  service  frie  of  charge. 

The  recruitment  of  home  helps,  though  Jtill  presenting  some 
difficulty,  has  shown  definite  improvement  over  the  past  year.  Avery 
effort  is  made  to  encourage  the  spirit  of  volunf^ry  service  amongst 
relatives  ana  neighbours.  The  following  table  summarises  the  v/ork  done 
in  1953  and  provides  a comparison  with  the  prevjous  years.

Cases  continue  to  be  aamitteo.  to  the  Florence  Nightingale 
Hospital,  Bury,  when  this  is  considered  necessary.

Scarlet  Fever, 


There  v/ere  thirteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  during  1953?  this 
being  five  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  There  v/ere  no  resultant 
deaths. 


Diphtheria 


It  is  satisfactory  to  rucord  that  for  the  sixth  year  in 
succession  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  in  Bacup.  On  pa  e 12 
v/ill  be  found  figures  showing  the  number  of  children  immunised  against 
diphtheria.  Less  children  were  immunised  than  in  the  previous  year, 
although  the  number  of  reinforcement  injections  were  satisfactory.  There 
must  be  no  relaxation  in  our  efforts  to  maintain  a high  rate  of 
immunisation  in  the  child  x^opulation. 
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Tuberculosis 

There  v/ere  thirteen  ncTv"  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  as 
against  ten  in  the  previous  yeary  and  an  average  of  17  during  the  five 
years  1947-1951 • Of  these  thirteen  cases y nine  were  Pulmonary  and  four 
Non-Pulmonary.  During  the  year  there  v/ere  four  deaths  in  total,  three 
of  'Which  were  due  to  the  pulmonary  ind  one  to  the  non-pulraonary  type  of 
the  disease.  The  Mortality  rate  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  for  Dngalnd 
and  ifales  as  a whole  has  shown  a fairly  steady  decline  ever  the  past  50 
57-ears,  and  reference  to  Table  V,  Appendix  A shows  that  in  Bacup  the 
mortality  from  this  disease  has  followed  a similar  course  and  the  rate 
for  1953  is  the  same  as  the  record  low  figure  for  1951 • 


Smallpox 


T'wo  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  Bacup  during  the  year  when 
this  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  Borou£,h  of  Toumorden.  The  amount  of 
work  involved  in  the  tracing  and  surveillance  of  contacts  and  the 
organisation  of  vaccination  in  order  to  prevent  the  spead  of  the  disease 
threw  a very  heavy  burden  on  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  the 
Clinic,  to  whom  every  creuit  is  due  for  their  whole-hearted  response.

I have  pleasure  in  sumbitting  the  report  on  the  Sanitary 
Inspection  and  j_.nvironmental  Condition  \¥ithin  the  Borough  for  the  year 
1953. 

The  outstanding  feature  was  of  course  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox 
which  occurred  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  two  cases  arising  within 
the  Borough.  This  entailed  much  ^/ork  for  the  department,  although  the 
adjoining  Borough  of  Too.morden  had  more  cases  to  deal  with.  Once  again 
the  splendid  spirit  of  the  Bacup  people  v/as  demonstrated  and  I feel  that 
the  way  in  v/hich  all  concerned  co-operated,  enabled  the  outbreak  to  be 
confined  to  limited  proportions. 

Dur..ng  the  year  some  progress  was  made  in  the  aemolition  and 
closure  of  houses  unfit  for  habitation,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  in 
the  near  future  this  part  of  the  Health  Department’s  v/ork  will  be 
increased. 

The  private  vmter  supplies  in  the  town  are  under  constant  review 
and  although  these  are  gradually  going  out  of  use,  much  still  remains 
to  be  done. 


Remarks  on  the  environrriental  services  will  be  found  in  the  text 
of  the  report  and  in  eonclusion,  may  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  in  particular  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  its  Members. 

I also  desire  to  pay  tribute  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  and 
Cleansing  Department  for  their  hard  v7ork,  loyalty  ana  co-operation,  which 
has  been  unfailing.

main  river  in  the  Borough,  and  the  Local  Autnority  are  responsiole  for^^ 
the  streams  and  the  portion  of  the  Irwell  which  joins  on  to  the  main  river. 

The  river  Irwell  is  used  in  connection  .A.th  the  Local  Industries 
and  is  Y/idely  used  for  trade  effluents. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  household  reiiise  collection  service  is  maintained  on  a 
weekly  basis  from  all  houses  in  the  town,  and  approximately  7? COO  uusto.j-ns 
are  emptied  weekly  by  the  three  side  loadin^'  freighters  eetch  manned  by  a 
driver  and  four  loaders. 

Refuse  disposal  is  ca.rried  out  by  controlled  oipping  at  tho 
two  tips  at  Sharnejrford  and  Blacimraod , and  the  Council  have  in  operation 
a salvage  scheme . 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Borough  Surveyor,  and  gully  emptying  is  done  by  modern  mechanical  means.
